The Board is composed of the Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Attorney General, State Treasurer, and the Commissioner of 
Administration. The Governor is president of the board and the State Treasurer is secretary. 


The Director of the Office of Administration, Division of Accounting serves as executive secretary to the Board, and the Division of 
Accounting administers bond sales for the Board.

This program provides for payment of principal and interest on outstanding Fourth State Building, Water Pollution Control, and Stormwater Control 
Bonds. It also provides for payment of fees associated with bond issuance. The Board of Fund Commissioners is authorized to sell bonds at a public sale.
